It means that we 
are joined together for a common 
purpose, for a common end, the good

dividual. 


My brother is my other self, my a! 


ter ego. In him. I see

hopes, my fears, my desires. His in 
terests are mine, and mine are his, so 
bound up and interwoven that they 
cannot be separated. My heart goes 
out and beats in sympathy with him 
in his sorrows and afflictions. He it 
bowed down and weighed by my grief.

will give to every man the fruit of his 
labor. The principle of a 
universal 


brotherhood is a recognition of

claims of humanity. A brother's suf- 
ferings should ever claim a brother's 
pity.

now live and all that may come here- 
atter, must meet. 


We think or' cur absent brothers as 


"mortals who have put on immortali- 
ty." Death 
for us has no terrors. 


Death is a triumph over the grave.

THE ONION CROP. 


Pur Late Winter l'«r 


Sal*—Cblcavo Curlujr 3brd». 


Onions need e*j>(-i-ial care to keep the 


bulbs in good condition for late winter 
use and sale. If carefully dried before 
Ix'iuj; stored for the winter, the hardl- 
tsst part of the battle is over, as by per- 
fti-Uy drying the bulbs the life gmn 
becomes dormant and wiil remain in 
that state uuiil nearly spring, if condi- 
tions are favorable. 
Near Chicago, 


where thousands of bushels are raised 
every year for the city trade, the grow- 
ers nave small movable sheds with 
tight roofs, in which shallow boxes fit. 
with air spacesf between. The onions 
remain In the sheds in the field where 
they grow until perfectly cured. 


"Winter Car*. 


During winter onions keep best In a 


dry cellar where there is a good circu- 
lation of ah- and where the tempera- 
ture can be kept only a few degrees 
above freezing. It is almost useless to 
attempt to keep the white sorts all win- 
ter, most of them being suitable only 
for early use, the red and yellow vari- 
eties being more hardy and less liable 
to rot 
When it is impossible to keep 


the onions at the proper temperature 
in a cellar or pit, some growers freeze 
them, baring them so protected that 
they feel little change in temperature, 
and once frozen they remain so all 
winter. A tight bin is built In some 
'Utbuilding, a layer of chaff or saw- 
dust a foot deep is placed In the bot- 
om, and as the layers of onions are 
put in more chaff Is added, and care Is 
exercised to keep a layer of it between 
he onions and the sides of the bin. 
When the onions are all in, a very 
heavy layer is placed over the top. 
They will freeze in a cold climate, but 
will not freeze and thaw, which is tha 
only way in which freezing hurts them. 
When wanted for use or sale, they can 
be thawed out gradually and will be as 
sound as when first pulled. The last 
of them will probably be disposed of 
by February, so there will be no dan- 


er of their thawing too rapidly when 
;be weather becomes warm. 


Sorting In Early Winter. 


It is a good plan to sort onions when 


storing them In early winter to save 
handling them so much later. 
The 


small ones can be sold for pickles, 
bringing a much better price than the 
larger ones. Part of the small ones 
should b« kept over to plant in the 
spring to grow largo onions for sum- 
mer use and to provide early green 
onions.

The preliminary estimate of the aver- 


age yield per acre of corn, according to 
tho government's report. Is 20.S bush 
els as compared with an average yield 
of 10.7 bushels in 1901. 
The general 


average aa to quality is 80.7 per cent 
as coapared with 73.7 per cent lust 
year. It Is estimated that about 1.1) 
per cent of the corn crop of 1001 was 
still in the bands of farmers on Nov. 1, 
1002, as compared with 4.5 per cent of 
the crop of 1900 in farmers' hands on 
NOY. 1, 1901. 


Of ihe seven states having 20,000 


acres or upward under buckwheat, In- 
cluding Netv York and Pennsylvania, 
which together contain about three- 
fourths of the entire buckwheat acre- 
age of the country, five report a yield 
per acre in excess of their respective 
ten year averages. 


Of the states having 100,000 acres or 


upward in potatoes all except New 
York and Michigan report a yield per 
acre considerably above their ten year 
averages. The average aa to quality 
is 90.4 per cent aa compared with 7ti.4 
per cent in November, 1901, and 88.1 
per cent in November, 1900. 


Of the eleven principal sweet potato 


producing states, six, including Geor- 
gia and South Carolina, report average 
yields per acre of sweet potatoes In 
excess of their ten year averages, and 
five. Including North Carolina and Ala- 
bama, report yields below such aver- 
ages. 


The estimated production of sugar 


cane In percentages of a full crop Is 
as follows: North Carolina and Texas, 
85; Georgia, S4; Louisiana, 82; South 
Carolina, 7G; Florida, 75; Mississippi. 
71; Alabama, 07. 


The estimated average yield per acre 


of rough Hce In bushtls is as follows: 
Louisiana, 23.5; North Carolina. 81.C;

ly join in the proposed movement. 


Onf> of the objects of forming a union 


is to interest the government in the 
work and set its support to the extent 
of collecting and making public infor- 
mation on the subject, with photo- 
graphSj etc., showing what can be donp 
by organized effort. The government's 
work would presumably be largely to 
Show what has been done in foreign 
toAvns and cities. The individual or- 
ganizations have accomplished much 
as it is, but there is a limitless field in 
which to work, and government aid 
would be valuable. 


Every city in the country and nmnj 


towns are, for example, filled with un- 
sightly billboards and display adver- 
tising in the form of immense paintings 
an buildings, etc. The iinpro\erneut so. 
cieties have given their attention to 
this matter for a long time, with con- 
siderable success. The courts In sev- 
eral slates have upheld the right of a 
city to regulate the size of billboards, 
and there is every reason for believing 
:hat in the uot distant future billboards 
will have disappeared from towns anc! 
cities. 


The care and planting of trees an£ 


shrubs, straightening the sidewalk 
lines, removal of sidewalk and lot 
fences and the beautifying of back 
yards are a few of the other changes 
which should be made in towns and 
cities. The question of architecture ia 
another important point. There is plen-

This clever little scheme has worked 
successfully on an up to date farm in 
Amherst, Mass., and has furnished 
warm water to four cows and two or 
three horses for several winters. The 
only objection is that the good house- 
wife sometimes objects to having her 
supply of hot water exhausted two or 
three times a day.

the average English frcshrr.au, or first 
year man, and the average American 
freshman. 


One reason for this is" the difference 


between the educational systems in 
vosue at the universities of the two 
countries. "Wh^n a man begins his ca 
reer at an American college, he is at 
once identified with a certain "class" 
or ''year" and is also more likely than 
not to associate himself with one of 
the various fraternities at his alma 
mater. This iu itbelf causes the fresu- 
man to lose much of the self conscious- 
ness with which he is invested when 
he comes to the university tor the first 
tune and tends to make the freshmen 
a solid unit rather than heterogeneous 
individuals. In England, however, the 
reverse is the case. 


At Oxford there is an entire absence 


of class sentiment, due largely to the 
fact that there is no regularvclassioom 
instruction. The professors and lectur- 
ers conuected with tlie university de- 
liver occasional lectures, which aro 
sometimes for members of the univer- 
sity only, but often are open to the 
general public. 
Attendance, however, 


is not compulsory, aud recitations in 
clasps are unknown. The student is 
assisted in his work by the fellows, 
tutors or dons at the various colleges 
which go to make up Oxford, but his 
reading and studies are pursued almost 
entirely by himself and at such times 
and in such a manner as best suit his 
convenience. 
Again, the boy w ho en- 


ters the English university is called a 
"fresher," but he is not said to belong 
to any "i-Kiss." 
Oxfoul confers de- 


grees at 
fre<jv.eut 
intervals during 


term time, but the date at which a man 
obtains his degree has none of the sig- 
nificance it carries in the mind of an 
American university undergraduate. 


It will thus be seen that the English 


freshman enters the university as an 
individual and remains an individual 
throughout his career. lie is seldom 
or never subjected to the forms of haz- 
ing practiced in many American insti- 
tutions s 
1- custom which, while harmful 


at times, certainly does much in the 
direction of knocking the rough edges 
off the budding undetgraduate. How- 
ever bumptious a man may be when 
he enters Yale or Harvard, he is 
tolerably certain to 1 >-<c much of his 


hness before the end of his 
, and tho los-; is, of course, a 


benefit both to himself and to his fel- 
lows. 


At Oxford, however, a man is left 


pretty much lo work out his o\vu sal- 
, vat ion, and, while this system can- 
not but be pleasing to the English 
freshman, there is no doubt that he 
would be improved by closer contact 
with the older and more experienced 
men. 


In some respects the English system 


has features superior to the American 
method. 
One point upon which espe- 


cial stress should be laid, as it has a 
great bearing upon the development of 
tho English freshman, is the strict dis- 
cipline that obtains in regard lo the 
habits of life and conduct of tho under- 
graduate. 


Again, the students' diversions, out- 


side of an nthletic nature, are subject 
to a rigid discipline. 
Milliard playing 


is prohibited before 1 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon, and, while a man is not debar- 
red from Indulging in Intoxicants, he 
is liable to severe punishment if caught 


j drinking in public bonnes. 


It will bo interesting to note tbe de- 


velopments ami chanties In the life of 
the. freshman that will follow tho en- 
trance into Oxford of the men who 
have been awarded Cecil Rhodes' schol- 
arships. 
That there will be develop- 


ment nnd changes Is certain from the 
fact that rot Americans nlone, but oo- 
lonlals Imbued with American Idens, 
will arrive In sufficient numbers to In- 
Huewo existing conditions nt. this uni- 
versity where conservatism 1ms been 
th«> watchword for BO many centuries.

The official record says the Kear- 


sarge engine company arrived in Bos- 
ton at 5:15 Sunday morning. This we 
know to be correct. They were sta- 
tioned in Court square and were in 
'ourt square when it seemed to us 


all that the Old South was doomed. 
There appeared a number 
of times 


around the steeple 
little specks cf 


are, which a number of the companies 
could and did reach. 


If all of tho engine's, could have had 


water enough to work with it would 
have been an, easy task for any of 
them .The Pequossette engine com- 
pany of Watertown' claim that they 
were the ones that were able to do 
the telling -work which saved the Old 
South. 


Upon the arrival of the company in 


Boston they were ordered to locate 
the steamer on. Tremont street, tat the 
head of School streeet, and take water 
from a reservoir on Tremont street. 
which was done, and in 55 minutes 
from, the time they left their house 
they were sending a powerful stream 
into the Transcript building, in which 
the fire was raging furiously. It was 
soon noticed that the steeple on the 
Old South was stowing signs of fire 
so high up on the steeple that no one 
ccuid reach it . Chief 
Drew ordered 


his foreman to go to the steamer and 
tell the engineman that he must give 
nim a better stream. 


Oa the way to the steamer the fore- 


man remembered that there was on 
the steamer a special pipe to be used 
at muster only, and upon his arrival 
at the steamer he secured the special 
pipe, at the same time giving the en- 
gin-^man orde/s!to.fc,top Jong enough for 
them to change the pipes, and as soon 
as orders were given to play away 
again, not to spare the steamer at all. 
but make it do its very oe-st. 


While the pipes were being changed 


the engineman let the steam run up 
(tor he had a new boiler to rim with), 
ami when the order came along the 
line, ''Play away, 
Pequosette," 
the 


Pequosette, with lots of steam, and 
plenty of water and a special pipe, did 
play away desperately, 
and 
in the 


course of fifteen or twenty minutes 
the word was sent back to the man at 
the steamer that their efforts were 
successful, but they must do their 
best a while longer. 


The Pequosette company was held 


at this point until the fire was fully 
under control, and was then ordered 
to take a position up in Broad street. 
They were, not able to connect with 
the Boston hydrants and early in the 
afternoon, when all danger of the fire 
spreading had passed, they were or- 
dered home. The

company under- 


stand the Kearsarge men' have told 
their story to the people
